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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 19, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by WO 01/11130 to Itou etal. 

US Pat No. 6955847 is an English language equivalent to WO 01 /1 1 1 30 and the 
examiner will refer thereto. The examiner applied the WO document since it has an 
earlier publication date and is available as art under 35 USC 102(b). Itou et al teaches a 
spun-laced non-woven web comprising a pattern of valleys S and land area I wherein 
the valleys are interconnected in nature. See figure 1 along with column 4, lines 23-33. 
The web is made of fibers having a length of 30-300mm (see column 4, lines 30-33). 
With regards to the thickness limitation of the web T m since no specific thickness is 
recited Itou et al would meet this limitation. Only a relative thickness in relation to the 
screen height is recited which does not distinguish from the prior art. With regards to 
claim 19, see column 3, lines 38-45 and column 4, lines 7-10. With regards to claim 23, 
see figures 1 and 2 along with column 1, lines 47-62. 

3. Claims 19, 20, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by EP 1209271 to Taneichi et al. 
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Taneichi et al teaches a spun-laced non-woven web 1 comprising a pattern of 
valleys 3 and land area 1 wherein the valleys are interconnected in nature. See figure 2 
along with paragraphs [0032]-[0049]. The web is made of fibers having a length of 51 
mm (see paragraphs [0051], [0052], [0054] and [0062]. With regards to the thickness 
limitation of the web T m since no specific thickness is recited Itou et al would meet this 
limitation. Only a relative thickness in relation to the screen height is recited which does 
not distinguish from the prior art. With regards to claim 19, see paragraph [0033], With 
regards to claim 23, see paragraph [0053]. With regards to claim 21, Taneichi et al 
discloses the web used as a disposable cleaning wiper (paragraph [0049]) and it is the 
examiners position that this inherently includes compositions (e.g. liquids and/or lotions) 
applied to the wipe. While the examiner does not believe an additional reference is 
needed for this rational the examiner does cite the applicant's specification, page 10, 
lines 18-28, as a teaching reference to the fact.

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 19, 20, 22 and 23 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
